INDIVIDUAL CLINICAL HEALTH FACTORS BY OCCUPATION

The prevalence of individual clinical health factors among those free of CHD/stroke is shown in
Table 3 by occupation. The prevalence of ideal glucose was 78.1% overall and significantly
higher for those employed in the education, training, and library occupation group. The
prevalence of ideal total cholesterol was 40.6% overall and significantly lower among services
workers as a whole (32.4%), driven largely by protective service workers (23.3%); other groups
with significantly lower ideal total cholesterol included sales and related occupations (30.9%).
One-third of middle-age and older U.S. workers have ideal BP, with the broad construction,
mining, maintenance installation and repair, farming, fishing, and forestry occupation groups
combined having significantly higher (38%) and the broad services occupation group having

significantly lower ideal BP (21.9%).

The prevalence of sub-optimal (intermediate or poor) clinical health factors also varied by
occupation. Production workers were significantly more likely to have intermediate blood
glucose (25.7% and 33.5%, respectively). The prevalence of intermediate total cholesterol was
significantly elevated for those employed in protective services (74.7%) and sales and related
occupations (58.6%). The prevalence of intermediate BP was highest for scientists (69.4%),
while the following groups had a significantly higher prevalence of poor BP: the broad category
of sales, office and administrative support (19.2%), and the more detailed protective service

(35.3%) and sales and related (23.2%) occupations.
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INDIVIDUAL BEHAVIORAL HEALTH FACTORS BY OCCUPATION

The prevalence of individual behavioral health factors among those free of CDH/stroke is shown
in Table 4 by occupation. Ideal BMI was 29.9% overall and was most prevalent in the broad
group of management and professional occupations (33.1% overall), driven by healthy BMI
among those employed in the arts, design, sports, entertainment, and media occupations (43.2%).
Ideal BMI was least prevalent among service occupations (20.9% overall), driven by healthcare
support (14.3%), and protective service workers (9.6%). Ideal diet quality was 0% overall and
was not attained by any occupation group, although managers had a higher prevalence of
intermediate-level diet quality. Ideal physical activity levels were 31.5% overall and highest
among managers (40.1%) and farm, fishing, forestry and construction, mining workers (48.3%)

and lowest among those in sales (24%), and office and administrative (18.4%) occupations.

The overall prevalence of intermediate BMI was 37.2% and varied by occupation group, with
significantly higher prevalence for protective service (61.3%) and sales and related (47.2%)
occupations. The prevalence of obesity (poor BMI) was 32.9% overall and did not vary by
occupation group. Poor diet was more prevalent among those in food preparation and serving
(79.4%), healthcare support (74.8%), business and finance (71.9%), and office and
administrative (67.9%) occupations. The prevalence of poor physical activity exceeded one-third
of sales and office and administrative workers and occurred among one-quarter of management

and professional occupations.

Smoking-related health behavior is reported among those free of CDH/stroke in Table 5 by

occupation. Among the occupational groups classified as “professionals” (computer and math
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sciences through healthcare practitioners and technical), most had a significantly higher
prevalence of ideal smoking. Mangers had the lowest smoking intensity. Three professional
occupational groups had significantly lower smoking histories: one-third of those employed in
education, training, and library had ever smoked, and healthcare practitioners and community
and social service workers had significantly lower pack-years; however, pack-years were
significantly elevated for architects/engineers and business and finance professionals. A
significantly higher prevalence of (poor) smoking was found among transportation and material
moving workers and sales and office and administrative workers. Smoking intensity levels were
highest for personal care, construction, extraction, farming and forestry, and installation,
maintenance and repair occupations. In addition to having the highest prevalence of smoking
(21.8%), transportation and material moving workers had the highest smoking history rates.
Those employed in the farming, fishing, and forestry industries were most likely to have quit
smoking cigarettes in the past year (10.2%), but had the highest prevalence of using chewing
tobacco or snuff (13.3%). Healthcare support workers had the highest prevalence (11.2%) of

smoking other tobacco products (i.e., pipes, cigars).
